‘THE MEXICAN SETTLEMENT. 

‘Peace reigns between the United States and Mex- 
ico. The disputes about oil titles and Jand titles have 
been settled amicably in accordance, we believe, with 
both justice and law. 

The, United States has gained its original point, 
that fitles to Mexican property, valid and legal be- 
fore 1917, when the new Constitution was adopted, 
are deatirined: While Mexico claimed that the Con- 
stitution forbade retroactive and confiscatory laws, 
yet under the new laws Mexico demanded that the 
titles be exchanged for 50-year. concessions, This de- 
mand has been abandoned, and new laws and regu- 
lations satisfactory to our Government -have been 
-adopted. 

Under the Spanish law, which has. been recognized 
by the United States as valid in Mexico, titles to land 
ido not include titles to oil resources under. the sur- 
‘face, unless positive acts have been taken to obtain 
An agreement was reached with re- 


relli conference in August, 1923, but Mexico ignored 
this agreement. She now accepts the agreement and 
has modified her regulations with regard to positive 
acts accordingly. 

All the other issues were of a minor character, 
and arose/mainly from greedy claims and misunder- 
standings. They have all been ironed out in the 
main agreement. 

Ambassador Morrow, whose intelligent and concil- 
iatory work brought about this satisfactory settle-

Titles legal before 1917 are confirmed. 

This confirmation is valid in perpetuity, re- 
moving the 50-year-confirmatory titles for rights 
held prior'to 1917, which the United States Gov- 
ernment considered confiscatory. 

“Positive acts” or physical works upon lands 
necessary for retention of titles'and mineral 
rights on the lands are defined more liberally. 


After the Mexican Supreme Court “decision, de- 
claring the cutting down of the oil companies’ rights 
to a fixed period unconstitutional, the wiping out 
of differences on the main point was easy. The Mex- 
ican Congress modified the law of 1925 to conform 
with the court’s interpretation of the Constitution, 
and President Calles issued new regulations in con- 
formity with the decision and the new law. 

Of course, oil companies which may not be willing 
to accept the agreement may ait resistance, but 
their resistance will not be supportefl by the United 
States Government. They will have to go to the Mex- 
ican courts for any redress to which they may think 
themselves entitled. 

Walter Lippmann of the New York World; who 
spent several weeks studying the situation and the 
settlement, explaining the terms, says: 


The upshot of it all is that the Mexican law 
and regulations have been amended in. certain 
important respects, and the demands of the 
United States Government have in certain impor- 
tant respects been modified. Neither Govern- 
ment has had to yield on vital principles. Both 
Gevernments have yielded on matters which were 
ill-considered, irritating and of no real value to 
claimants. 


The sky began to clear in Mexico as soon as arbl- 
trary demands, threats and hostile propaganda were 
abandoned for reason and discussion. Neither side 
was guiltless of these mistakes. Reason and discus- 
sion under the wise guidance of Ambassador Morrow, 
in conjunction with President Calles, have won out. 

We believe the people of the United States.will hail 
this conclusion with satisfaction, and we hope that 
the lesson of the methods used to reach it will not 


be lost upon our Government in future dealings with 


our southern neighbors.
